May it please your Excellency, 


The House of Representatives have 
considered with respectful attention your 
Excellency’s Address to the Legislature. 
Atthe close of the Session, and without 
the aid of official documents, they find it 
dificult to accompany your Excellency 
through an extensive range of detail upon 
our national affairs. Nor can it be necessa- 
ry,on this occasion, fully to consider the 
operation of the several laws respecting 
the Embargo, as the legislature has at the 
present session, adopted certain Resolutions 
expressive of their opinion upon this in- 
teresting subject, more fully than can be 
done in the present address. 

The House of Representatives, although 
they might adduce the example of other 
animadverting on 
measures of the General Government, ap- 
proach with caution subjects of national 
concern. A conviction, that the Resolu- 
tions which were passed by the Legislature 
of the last year might lead toa misconcep- 
tion of the feelings and interests of the 
people of this Commonve was the 
most powerful inducement for the expres- 
sion of the sense of this Legislature upon 
the subjects embraced in th 1ose Resolutions. 
We are happy that we now have your cx- 
cellency’s example to sanction the proprie- 
ty of making this interesting measure the 
subject of Legislative consideration. 

The sentiment s of warm atiachment to 
the independence of our country, express- 
ed by your Excellency, mect the ‘cordial

reciprocation of every member of this 
Hlouse ; while every real American wiil 
ockowledge the weakness and danger 


ul depending on any foreign power for pro- 
tection. But atthe same time it is to be re- 
membered, that a wavering, partial, short 
sight policy, the usual offspring of timidity, 
in “the management of public affairs, muy 
involve 2 nation in as ereat disgrace, an 
lead ultimately to the same fatal catastro- 
phe.

Your Excellency has been pleased to 
call the attention of the Legislature to the 
benefits derived from eur national union; to 
describe the distressing evils which would 
result from “tan opposition of one or more 
States to the authority of the National Gov- 
erament,” and to point out “ the necessity 
ofthe free exercise of the General Goy- 
ernment in all concerns within its powers 
as delegated by the people.” We assure 
your Excellency that upon these important 
points we know no difference of opinion. 
The opposition which met the establish- 
ment of our National Government prior to 
the adoption of the Constitution, and which 
has occasionally discovered sy mptoms of dis- 
affection since thut time in different parts of 
the United States, appears to have yielded 
to an attachment to the union founded upon 
experience of its advantages, and guaran- 
teed by the strong ties of common interest. 
It surely cannot for a moment be supposed 
that those men who established the govern- 
ment, and who have for so long time been 
its support, can entertain a wish for its des- 
truction.. In all countries, which have pre- 
served even the shadow of freedom, an cb- 
vious distinction between the government 
and its administration has been recognised. 
In this country liberty of speech, the free- 
dom of the press, and of debate in our 
legislutive assemblies, has becu most ex- 
pressly and particularly guaranteed by our 
Constitutions. Indeed the whole theory of 
out government is built ttpon the position, 
that publick men and measures are the ob- 
jects of free i Inquiry and discussion. The 
doctrine, that the individual States should 
be jealous of the General Government, and 
that our great danver arose from the prob- 
ability of a consolidation of all the states un- 
der one government, have heretofore been 
considered by many as orthodox articles in 
the republican c: ‘ecd. 

We conceive, therefore, may it please 
your Excellency, thatifever it shall be con- 
sidered criminal to investigate the conduct 
of our rulers, or to express our opinions of 
the measures of gov verninent with freedom ; 
if ever the mandate of author ity shall 
press inquiry, or stifle the voice cf publick 
complaint. the Constitution becomesa dead 
letter, and the liberties of the people but a 
name. And we also conceive, that in times 
of great and general suffering, it is much 
more safe and expedient that the leg 
tive body should tebtesenit to the constitu- 
ted authorities the real sentiments and fee-

lings of the people. than totake the hazard 
that they may burst out in violent and per- 


haps uncentrolable expressions of distress. 
The cet of representatives have learnt 

with great pleasure, from your excellency.

for arsuing our militia, and that Che fortifi-

It would be tedious, as your excellency 
remarks, to detail all the orders and decrees 
of the belligerent powers, which infringe 
the right of the United States. We wilf 
only remark, that the offensiveness of the 
decree of the emperor “A France, which is 
first in order of time and first noticed by 
your excellency, is greatly aggravated by 
the consideration, that it is in direct viols- 
tion of our treaty made with that govern- 

ment in September, 1800; thus adding in- 
sult to injury, and sacrificiag at once the 
rood faith of contracts, and the established 
principles and usages of civilized nations, 
We perfectly concur with your excellency 
in reprobating that most unfounded claim, 
by any belligerents, to blockade the ports 
of their enemies by orders and decrees on- 
ly. Itis one of the most incontrovertible 
maxims in the law of nations, that a block- 
ade can never righifully exist without an 
actual investment bya force competent to 
prevent or punish its infringement. 

The United States have but lately assum- 
ed arank among the nations of the world. 
In the year 1793, for the first time, they 
found themselves in the situation of an in- 
dependent neutral state, amidst the conflict 
of the most powerful nations. The policy 
of the great WasnixGron at that time was 
pacific ; the interests of the

capable of defence. 

Your exeeiicncy has been pleased to no- 
tice ut considerable length the embargo im- 
posed by the' government in December lust, 
and to remark, that“ the power of an ¢m- 
bargo was exercised under the administra- 
tion of president Wasaincron without 
scruple.” The embargo to which your 
excellency alludes, was laid at 4 period 
when our commerce was suddenly invaded 
en the ocean, and for a short and limited 
-time. As soon asthe merchants were sup- 
posed to be properly apprized of the dan- 
ger, and to hare taken measures of pre- 
caution, the embargo was removed. But 
the present embargo was imposed when 
congress itself possessed to official evidence 
of new damgers. It has been continued 
nearly six moaths. It would exceed, may 
it please your excellency, the limits, which 
the house of representatives have prescrib- 
ed to themselves, to inquire whether a 
commercial treaty might not have been nec- 
votiated with the power mest capable of in- 
juring our commerce, or to consider what 
causes lead to the perplexed state of things 
which inctuced the government to resort to 
this distressing expedient ; but the house of 
refireseniatives cannot lo justice to the in- 
tereste or tothe feelings of their constituents 
egit/oit Obvervirg, that along continued em- 
bargo, tinftosed under the frower to regulate 
sommerce and with a vitw cf frotecting 
eur aaonen ond veseels, has nearly annihi- 
tated ojtr forrign trade. © It has restricted 
the freofile of the interior, and on ihe frontiers 
Jrom fiursing their accustomed bustiess with 
she neighbouring countries, It har imposed 
mW, ard sv° contetve unconstitutional re- 

strictions thon the coasting trade. In fine,

of thia great commercial state. There has 
been, as your. excellency has -observed, 
under the pressure of this public calamity, 
“an exhibition of tranquility and good or- 
der, that could flow from no other source 
than that ofan enlightened understanding, 
anti a pure love of liberty conducted by law 
and government,” We hope and trust that 
the people of this commonwealth will con- 
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>and obecience to the laws so long as 
parcrnment shall continue. these re- 

We cannot, hewever, but hope 
that the policy of our. goverament will be 
such, as to sulfer our merchants and ma- 
riners to pursue their cecustomed business 
lca\ ing those most immediately interested 
Lo judye of the hazard. 

In enswer to your excclicncy’s suggts- 
tion that it may be well to inquire, wheth- 
ev & is not in the power of the legislature 
of this state to ameliorate the condition of 
the people during the continuance of the 
embargo, we would reply, that placed ina 
situation so totally novel, end finding that 
the cistress occasioned by ‘this measure has 
extended itself to all parts of the commeon- 
wealth, we aré unable at this time to de- 
vise any safe expedient udequate to the ob- 
ject. Butif at any time hereafter any 
such expedient can be devised by your ex- 
cellency or either branch of the legislature, 
it will afford peculiar satisfaction to the 
house of representatives. 

May it please your Excellency, 

The house of representatives most une- 
quivocaily reiterate the opinions express- 
ed by your excelleney, that if the Europe- 
an governments shall, in consequence of 
opinion which may exist among us, calcu- 
Jate upon making an impression or acquir- 
ing an interest unfavorable to our liberties, 
their hopes will most assuredly terminate 
in disappointment. “ The American na- 
tion will not yield its independence or be- 
come tributary to any other power.” — Al- 
though they may differ in opinion upon im- 
portant subjects, yet upon the appearance 
of danger they will instantly unite in de- 


fence cf the government, their liberties

INDIAN HOSTILITY. 
Extract ofa letter from Mr. Thomas Ow- 
ens to Col. Ilugh Davis, dated Piague- 
mine, Alay 16th, 1808. 


“IT have, since I left you, experienced 
very great bodily suffering, as well as‘ e 
loss of ail the property | took with me— 
We were attacked on our route, at the 
mouth of the Cartaublue, by five Indias, 
(Alibamas,) who fired on us without ‘he 
least provocation—Mr. M‘Cleland and my 
negro nan were ktiled on the spot—A. er 
receiving several fires, Mr. Gerald und 
myself threw ourselves into the water, and 
swam tothe opposite shore from the !n- 
dians—who kept up a constant fire upon us 
and wounded Gerald in the left shoulder 
while inthe water. They pursued us in 
their canoes, and about a mile by land,wien 
we escaped by again taking to the wer. 
We travelled about 40 miles thro’ a most 
miserable country, without any thing to 
subsist on, wading through bayous and 
swamps infested with alligators—and tear- 
ing ourselves with the bushes and under- 
wood.—We arrived at Ocaulouses in about 
two days and an half, where I jeft Gerald, 
and proceeded on to Judge King’s who im- 
mediately raised a party of 24 men, and set 
out in pursuit of the murderers. In the 
mean time, we have taken into custody a 
chief and two fellows of the same nation.— 
I refer you to Mr. Cormier for further in- 
formation,” 


Extract of a report made by 2 person appointed to 
enquire into the facts relative to the lave aggres- 
sions and hostile assemblage of Indians on the 
frontiers ot Tennessee. 


On Monday the 2d instant, I proceeded on my 
roure from Dover to the mouth of Duck river, and 
at Richland creek hed a conversation with famous 
Mortimore, thé man who owned and had com- 
mand of the boat when it was fired upon by the 
Indians; Mr. Mortimore isinteligent, and I think 
aman of veracity; he stated shat on the third of 
April, ten nules above the mourvh ot Duck river 
the attack was made on the boat by the Indians 
from the north side of Tenressee; seven men 
were in the boat, out of which number two were 
killed and three wounded, the third mza, who it 
was said died of the wourds he received, is now 
on the recovery and out of danger. The indians 
kept up 2 constant fre until the boat was ou of 
reach They then manned a perrogue and pursued 
about two miles, but discovering they could nor o- 
vertake the boat hauied in: Mr Mortimore further 
states, that cn the twenty third of April, Levs 
Colbert came duwn the l ennessee to carry up the 
boat, and informed him, that 30 or 40 miles ebove 
the mouth of Duck river, he saw the party of creeks, 
thirteen in number, who had made the attack on 
the boat, and told them he was geing forthe boat 
they had fired on; they ar first dewied it, but 2 
Cherokee, one of the party, acknowledged it. 
They then confessed, observing they had not been 
satisfied, that one white man and two indian. had 
been killed, they had n.w kitied ore tod many, 
bur were not yet satisfied Colbert was lately in 
the Creek mation, the chief said he wished peace, 
and wruld not go to war with the white people, 
unless Bonaparte did; thar the party who made 
the attack on the beat had net lived in the nation 
for ten years and the attack was ‘urauthorised br 
the nation From Richland creek l directed my 
courte to the mourh of Duck river, and proceed- 
ed up that siverto the se tlement, about twe've 
miles above the mouth, and was enabled to ascere 
tain by information received frem Exbau Combes, 
that the s'atements made by William Meadows, 
upon which the orders of the major general of 


the 20h ult are predita’ed, are uveriy false.

Ambitious Dema- 
gogues make this a cardinal maxim to act 
upon. LDonaparte swore to maintain invio- 
late republican institutions, and became an 
emperor. In this country, there are many 
who amuse us with declarations of patriot- 
ic zeal, that are despots at heart, and who 
act as if the fairness of their professions 
could utone for the blackness of their con- 
duct. Such men (when the people are 
virtuous) rise to eminence to sink into dis- 
grace. 

In public life, prudence and policy some- 
times dictated a conceaiment of sentiment ;

Those that are founded on 
strength of mind and solidity of virtue.
